The Teachers'Institute occupied the at' 


tendon of the residents of the county seal 
last week to the exclusion of every thing else, 
even including politics 
The proceedings up 


to Tuesday evening were reported in the 
GAZETTE of last week. Asa rule all of the 
progiamme wan interesting, but the mosi 
important feature, aside from the instrnc 
tion received by the teachers, was the semi 
annual meeting of the Bucks County Schoo" 
Directors' Association. 
Probably there are 


few people in the county who are familiar 
with the work done by this organization ant 
the great change it has brought about in ed 
uoalional matters. 
Not many years ago the 


Director's duties vere performed in the mos 
perfunctory manner, and little interest was 
felt in the school by the average Director 
It was assumed that the teacher knew hia 
business, and the Director in many instances 
did not feel competent to inquire into mat 


I era not connected with the financial man 
ageinent of the school. All this has been 
changed, and nowadays the public recognizes 
the importance of electing able men to this 
most important office 
Much of the changi 


that has taken place is due to the organiza 
tion of Directors. 
Any man not alive to the 


responsibility of the ofiioe soon feels embar 
rassed in the presence of the intelligent auc 
progressive citizens who compose the modern 
School Board. The Directors' Day, as it is 
called, was on Thursday. 
In the morning 


the Association held its semi-annual meeting 
and ia the afternoon held a joint meetinj 
with the teachein. 
At the morning session 


the Directors listened to practical and wel 
written papers upon Directors' 
visits ti 


schools, the impoitauoe of monthly meeting 
of teachers and the manner in which com 
plainta should be received by Directors where 
patrons find fault with the teacher or man 
agement of the school. At the joint meeting 
iu the afternoon the matter of irregular at 
tendance was discussed. A great many Di 
rectors, representing districts in variou 
parts of the county, participated iu these 
discussions, showing that the interest iu th 
schools ia not confined to any one locality. 


At the afternoon session Dr. J. N. Rich 


ards, of Falls, President of the Association 
appointed as delegates and alternates to th 
State School Directors convention C. E 
Hiadenaoh, Durham; John R. Wildman 
Bristol; Dr Howard Hellyer, Wrightstown 
Captain William Wynkoop, Newtown; Anni 
M. Carver, Falls, delegates; Frank Ball 
QuakertoWD, John Q. Cryer, Benralem 
Ezra Miohener, Solebury; Jacob Clemens 
Doylestown township ; Florence Marshal' 
Langhorne, alternates. 
Throughout th 


week the teachers listened to fine discourse 
by th« various instructors, and m the even 
ing enjoyed entertaining lectures. A humor 
ous and very popular lecture was delivered 
by William Hawley Smith, but the drawing 
card of the week was Booker T, Washington, 
the colored orator and educator. 
This re- 


markable man had climbed from slavery into 
national prominence by his own exertion, 
and with, the opportunity to live iu ease pre- 
ferred to devote his life to the education and 
improvement morally and mentally of the 
most ignorant of his raoe. 
Therefore it iras 


with profound interest that the people lis- 
tened to what he had to say about the no(;ro 
problem. His own life ia a strong argument 
to substantiate the claim made by the lec- 
turer thut the negro can he taught to read 
books, perform skilled labor and live the life 
of a Christian citizen in the sense that that 
term is applied to the white race. Washing-, 
ton was extremely eloquent and earnest, and 
was received with every courtesy, by the 
people of this county.

THE ELECTION.

The intention was patent, 
By making the voteis of the east believe that 
Barnclt was unpopular in tho west, it was 
hoped to cause a slaughter in this end of the 
State. The trickery had its effects, as the 
cutting of Burnett was confined to the east- 
ern counties. In Washington county Bar- 
iiett's mnjoiity over Creasy was 2000 and he 
received a higher vote than that received by 
Brown for Supreme Judge. In Beaver Bar- 
nott was the high man on the State ticket, 
receiving 1200 more votes than Creasy. In 
Centre county, ex-Governor Hasttng's home, 
where Hie knives were shaipcned up to cut 
the soldier candidate, Baiuett only fell 200 
votes behind 
In Fayette county, where the 


Tenth Regiment was largely recruited and 
fiom whore the Philadelphia Record pub- 
lished letters stating that the seeds of dis- 
sontion had obtained a rank growth, Burnett 
was given the highest vote on the ticket, 
swelling ahead of that of the judicial candi- 
dates, and obtained a majority of over 300.

ties by counties was completed. This 
shows that in 57 counties Nash (Rep.)

No 
figures are available on the total vote 
in the state, as the committee sought 
to obtain only pluralities.

cured from only 40 of the 88 counties. 
These include the counties in which 
the heaviest Jones vote was polled and 
show a total of 84,000. The remain-

to 100,000. There is an unusually large 
Republican majority in both branches 
of the legislature. 


It is understood Mr. McLean may

Judge Nash, the governor-elect, has re- 
ceived many congratulations, especi- 
ally over carrying his own county ot 
Franklin by over 2,000.

Davis then made 
a complaint against Deputy Whitney 
for intimidation. Whitney was arrested 
and his examination set down 
for 


Thursday morning, he being paroled 
on his own recognizance. Davis is a 
professional trick bicyclist, and has 
been on the stage since he was 9 years 
old. 
He is now only 22, and this was 


his first attempt at voting.

THE NEWS IN WASHINGTON. 


Majorities In Maryland and Nebraska 


Astonished Politicians. 


Washington, Nov. 8.—More than the 


usual amount of interest in off-year 
elections was manifeated In both offi- 
cial and unofficial circles yesterday. 
Particularly was this the case with ref- 
erence to the states of Ohio, Maryland, 
Kentucky and Nebraska. 
The presi- 


dent being in Ohio, the White House 
last night was comparatively deserted. 
Several of the cabinet officers and a 
number of subordinate officials also 
went to their respective homes to ex- 
ercise the elective franchise. Secreta- 
ries Root and Long, Attorney General 
Griggs and Postmaster General Smith 
were the cabinet absentees from the 
city, while those who remained ob- 
tained the election news either at their 
homes or from private sources. Sec- 
retary Wilson was the only caller at 
the White House during the evening. 
He remained only a short time. 


In administration circles the closest 


attention has been given to the prog- 
ress of the campaign in Ohio, where it 
was felt that in a measure at least the 
policy pursued in the Philippines would 
be put to a test. 
Considerable sur- 


prise was manifested here when the 
news giving Jones' probable vote was 
received, as the Republicans were con- 
fident that it would not amount to the 
proportions it assumed. 


The size of the Democratic majori- 


ties in Maryland and Nebraska aston- 
ished most politicians, though It was 
expected that each state was more like- 
ly to go Democratic than Republican. 
With reference to the 
four states 


named, and also New York, it was felt 
that personal consideration played an 
unusually large part in this year's elec- 
tions.

Additional re- 
turns received continue to show Re- 
publican gains, and basing an estimate 
upon the normal complexion of the 
precincts still unreported, indicate a 
plurality of 6.000 or 8,000 for W. S. 
Taylor for governor. The belated re- 
turns are mostly from mountainous 
counties, which are st/ongly Republi- 
can. The Eleventh district, which In 
1896 gave McKinley a plurality of 19,- 
000, is only about half reported. Eleven 
out of the 39 counties in this district 
give Taylor pluralities aggregating 12,- 
062, 
indicating that the Republicans 


carried the district by about the same 
figures as in 1896. 


The Goebel people cling to their 


claim of a plurality of 5,000 in the 
state, these figures being the estimate 
made by the nominee himself.

In neither case is It possible to 
the figures upon which the claim is 
based, each side evidently fearing that 
giving publicity to the reports of its 
agents throughout 
the state might 


work to the advantage of its opponent 
in the event of a contest. 


Almost complete returns from Louis- 


ville and Jefferson county 
do 
not 


change the previous estimate of a Re- 
publican plurality of a little over 3,000. 


In view of the probability of a con- 
test over the vote for governor, this 
statement, made by Chairman Long, 
of the Republican committee, is sig- 
nificant. Said Mr. Long: 


"The legislature Is close, but I think 


we have lost both houses. From semi- 
official returns from all counties ex- 
cept 12 and careful estimates 
from 


these we have carried the state by 
8,000 plurality for Taylor." 


In the event of a contest it will come 


before the legislature 
This is tho 


case only with the officers of governor 
and lieutenant governor. The latest 
developments bring the legislature into 
prominence, because of the probability 
that it ultimately will have to de- 
termine who is to be the next gover- 
nor of Kentucky. The law covering this 
point provides that a board for deter- 
mliing a contest for governor shall be 
cho&en in the legislature by lot, the 
senate selecting three and the house 
eight members The decision of this 
board 
f<! nnt flnnl nor conclusive 
tc 


must report to the general assembly, 
where further action may be taken. 


In all expressions upon the result of 


the election, coming from Democratic 
headquarters, the legislature has been 
claimed as safe for that party. No 
statement of its make-up has been 
given, but It is probable a number of 
members claimed by the Democrats are 
not Goebel men If the strength of the 
two great parties is nearly equal these 
anti-Goebel Democrats probably would 
hold the balance of power, thus fur- 
nishing all the elements for a repeti- 
tion of the exciting and bitter contest 
of 1897, which resulted in the defeat 
of Joseph Blackburn for the United 
State senate. While the returns on the 
head of the tickets are incomplete, but 
little attention has been paid to tho 
figures on members of the legislature, 
and until the contest between the lead- 
ers is cleared up somewhat it will be 
hard to get an accurate estimate of the 
relative strength of the parties in the 
assembly. 
Governor Bradley remained in Louis- 


ville during Tuesday, and had the Lou- 
isville Legion in readiness for march- 
ing orders. The militia was called out 
after the close of the polls to en- 
force an Injunction granted by a local 
judge, but the presence of the militia 
was not needed, and the companies 
were soon ordered back to the armory, 
The governor is still in the city, and 
announces that he will remain for sev- 
eral days.

Mnvor Jones Gratified. 


Toledo, Nov. 8.—Mayor Jones said 


today: "The result of the election Is 
extremely gratifying to me, as It must 
be to every lover of liberty. The vote 
for the non-partisan idea Is 
large 


enough to justify the claim that the 
cause has won the greatest victory 
ever recorded in the political history 
of the state. I believe the moral force 
will lead the legislature to pass the 
municipal code commission bill, which 
provides that every municipal officer 
in Ohio shall be elected by the non- 
partisan plan, doing away entirely 
with political parties in all our cities." 


Cleveland Ordered to "Move On." 
Princeton, N. J., Nov. 8.—As ex- 


President Cleveland was leaving the 
polls on Mercer street yesterday he 
stopped a moment to speak to one of 
his friends, whereupon an over of- 
ficious policeman from Trenton, de- 
tailed at the polls, not knowing -who 
Mr. Cleveland was, ordered the ex- 
president to move outside the chalk 
line. Mr. Cleveland smiled, stepped 
iuto his carriage and was driven off to 
his home. 


Republicans Win In Troy. 


Troy, Nov. 8.—After one of the hot- 


test fights ever known here, in which 
ex-Governor Black led on one side and 
ex-Senator Edward Murphy on 
the 


other, the citv of Troy has gone Re- 
publican by about 1,000. Black and 
Murphy have personally conducted the 
contest, night and day, for weeks, and 
the result Is t he election of Black's en- 
tire ticket, city, county and assembly. 
This is the first time in 30 years that 
Troy has gone Republican. 


IOWA'S REPUBLICAN GAIN. 


Governor Shaw's Plurality ^Vlll Prob- 


ably Exceed Sixty Tftonsand. 


Des Moines, Nov. 9.—Returns from 


90 of the 99 counties of the state, esti- 
mates on the others, show a Republi- 
can gain. The 60,000 plurality for Gov- 
ernor Shaw Is easily maintained and 
may go slightly above that figure. His 
majority over all candidates for gov- 
ernor is estimated at 48,000, which Is 
the largest in the history of the state 
on the gubernatorial vote. Based on 
the vote, of 1898, the vote this year 
shows a 'Republican increase of about 
3 per cent, and 10 per cent, for the 
Democrats, which would make the 
total Republican' vote in the neigh- 
borhood of 243,000 and the total Demo- 
cratic vote about 190,000. But this is a 
falling oft from the vote of 1897 of 
about 6 and 10 per cent., respectively. 
The legislature will stand: Senate, 35 
Republicans and 15 Democrats. House, 
8R Republicans and 17 Democrats, a 
gain of -17 rotes on joint ballot for the 
Republicans. Both the Gear and Cum- 
mlns forces claim a majority of the' 
Republican votes for tbe United States 
MMtorehlp. 


MARYLAND'S 


Governor Lovmdes Defeated 


John Walter Smith. 


SENATOR WELLINGTON IS PLEASED. 


He Chartres the Defeat of the Repub- 


lican Party In the State to tho Gov- 
ernor's Candidacy For Re-election. 
Democrats Control the Legislature. 


Baltimore, Nov. 9 —Unofficial re- 


turns from Baltimore city and all the 
counties o£ the state show that the 
Democrats swept practically 
every- 


thing before them in Tuesday's con- 
test. John. Walter Smith, Dr. Joshua 
Hering and Isidor Rayner, their candi- 
dates for governor, controller and at- 
torney 
general, 
respectively, 
were 


elected ovor the Republican candidates 
by approximately 11,300 majority. The 
official count, it Is thought, will not 
materially change these figures. 


The Democrats elected 11 state sen- 


ators for tour year terms, which, with 
their four holdovers, will give them 
15 out of a total membership of 26 in 
the upper house of the general assem- 
bly. In the lower house, composed of 
91 members, the Democrats elected 66, 
while the Republicans will have only 
25 delegates in the legislature to meet 
in January of next year. 


In Baltimore city the Democratb 


elected a judge of the court of appeals, 
clerk of the city court, sheriff, state's 
attorney, city surveyor 
and 
three 


Judges of the orphans' court. 
The 


plurality in Baltimore city of all the 
Democratic candidates runs close up to 
those of the leaders on the ticket, 
while In the counties local prejudices 
cut down the majorities of the success- 
ful candidates for local offices. 


Many theories have been advanced 


as to the cause of the 
Democratic 


landslide, but a careful analysis shows 
that the Democratic independent vot- 
ers supported Colonel Smith, while 
many disgruntled Republicans either 
remained away from the polls or cast 
their ballot for the Democratic candi- 
dates. 


A special election in the First con- 


gressional district will be made neces- 
sary by the success of Colonel Smith 
as a candidate for governor. 


The "Gold Democrats," as an organi- 


zation, supported Governor Lowndes, 
but they seem to have but little, if any, 
effect on the result. 


A special from Cumberland to the 


Baltimore Sun quotes Senator Wel- 
lington as saying that this was one of 
the happiest days of his life. 
The 


senator added: 


"The defeat of the Republican party 


in this contest was not a surprise to 
ma. 
At the time of my retirement 


from the chairmanship of the state 
central committee of the party there 
was ao question in my mind as to the 
result. I counseled Governor Lowndes 
then that his only escape from defeat 
was his retirement from the ticket. I 
felt convinced that after his duplicity, 
weakness and treachery it would be 
impossible for him to be elected. Ha 
preferred the advice of the coterie of 
Republicans and Assistant Republi- 
cans, Cowen and Warfield, at whose 
dictation he had betrayed me. I knew 
that he was foredoomed to defeat, and 
though some of my friends thought it 
urwise for me to put myself on record 
in a declaration that he would be 
beaten, I felt no hesitation, because oi 
the conviction I had. 


"Four years ago, by my efforts, he 


was nominated for the governorship 
and elected to that office. 
This yesr 


it was only necessary for me to stand 
aside, at his bidding, and inevitable 
and overwhelming defeat came upon 
him, 
notwithstanding the assurance 


that the independent and gold Democ- 
racy and corporation influences would 
be exerted to the utmost in his behalf. 


"The defeat I told him of has comu 


upon him. and he has not only tho 
bitterness of a candidate that is beaten, 
but of one who, in his own heart,, 
knows that the defeat is a just chas- 
tisement at the hands of the people 
for his weakness and treachery. 


"This is not a defeat for the Repub- 


lican party; it is a defeat for Lowndes 
and his personal allies. By the exper- 
ience gathered in this campaign the 
Republican party must take warning 
and make for itself a future. 


"Lowndes is politically dead and 


buried, and the malign 
influences 


which surround him will no longer 
have weight in Republican councils. 
The party must gather itself together

EXPOSITION'S MOVING SECTION. 


Xbe New and novel in Mechani'm Seen in 


Practical Operation at the Great Phil- 


adelphia Trade Show—Three 


Kinds of Power From 


One Plant. 


Philadelphia, Nov. 7.—The moving 


machinery at the National Export ex- 
position has become one of trie chief at- 
tractions of the exhibition, affording as 
it does an Infinite variety of amuse- 
ment, diversion and information to th( 
increasing crowds at the Ms traclr 
i.hovr. The power for this great varletj 
of animated exhibits la supplied b} 
electrical transmission, by shafting and 
l>y steam. 


A visit to the great power house 


where the immense steam engines and 
ilectrlca! dynamos and machinery are 
whirling day and night is a good 
starting point from which to take In 
the other mechanical displays in tho 
various buildings. The steam plant 
bore has an aggregate capacity of 17,- 
000 horse power. The main bulldlnE Is 
KiippHed with Ktcam and with gas for 
power and heating, and electricity for 
power. The operation of all these sys- 
tems Is In full Bight, with special ar- 
rangements to enable the visitor to 
examine every possible detail. 


In all there are perhaps 150 exhibits 


Kiipplled with power. Those constitute! 
what Is known as the moving ex- 
lilblta of the exposition. It Is impos- 
sible to examine all these interesting 
features of the exposition in detail, or 
rven to summarize them. A glance at u 
few will servo to indicate the Interest 
i.nd Importance of the many. The com- 
plete making of a high grade shoe by 
machinery is shown in one extensive 
exhibit, in detail. Over In another aislo 
la a most interesting piece of machin- 
ery which compresses 1,000 pounds of 
!icrap tin, which In its loose state would 
fill several hogsheads, into a bale 38 
inches in diameter and 34 inches long. 
This machine, which Is in complete 
operation nearly all tho time, was 
originally intended for a cotton com- 
pressor, but it has gone far beyond 
ihat and is a success in compressing 
Into the smallest possible space old tin 
(as has been seen), or to use the ven- 
ncular "any old thing" which needs to 
lie put Into a little bale for the pur- 
pose of easy shipment. For instancn. 
It compresses 150 pounds of hay into 
a little bundle 10 inches high and 13 
Inches In diameter. 


Near this wonderful enemy to "ex- 


pansion" are the busy and tuneful 
rib,bon looms, where colors are woven 
with such marvelous dexterity Into 
the fabrics best beloved of women. 
These wonderful machines when in 
motion, which is almost all the time*, 
lire surrounded by an eager and inter- 
ested throng. One of the many of 
them makes a series of rlbons with ten 
plaids and as many colors without the 
intervention of a single human hand, 
and another weaves a beautiful pleco 
of jacquard work, a picture souvenir of 
the exposition, with equal mechanical 
nkill. All of these silk looms are so 
arranged as to show how simple, after 
nil, is trie mechanical device which 
works such wonders. 


The shuttles of a number of other 


textile machines hum merrily nearby, 
nmong tho most interesting being 
those which fabricate prettily pictured 
bath towels and materials for bathing 
robes, with Interwoven artistic designs. 
Of somewhat different character in this 
moving school of mechanical art ex- 
hibits are those new wonders of mod- 
ern printing, the type setting machines. 
Not. only is the famous linotype ma- 
1 hlno shown in actual operation by two 
or three newspaper establishments, but 
the simplex type setter can be seen 
workinc with equal ease and with 
astonishing results. In tho case of tho 
linotype machine tho matter is set up 
In the shape of a single line of type, iii 
the other actual type is set up and ar- 
ranged mechanically. In each process a 
keyboard, like that of a typewriter, is 
used. The study of the two by com- 
parison in actual moving operation is 
most interesting. Nothing is more in- 
teresting than the working of tho 
numerous presses and dyes—solid ma- 
chinery weighing from 500 pounds to 
5,000 pounds doing as delicate work 
In the making of metal impressions 
nlmost as that of the steel engraver 
himself. 


Of a somewhat more frivolous, al- 


though 
of 
an 
equally 
interesting 


character, is the work of the buzzing 
artistic saw, or of infinite varieties of 
them. The results which they can work 
out of a cube of two Inches and a half 
Is something which makes the young- 
sters stare, perfectly dumfounds his 
mother or his aunt and often quite 
nstonishes the head of the family him- 
self. Almost in a twinkle of an eye one 
of those cubes is traversed by the saw 
In curious and fantastic turns, and 
there is produced, iu addition to a per- 
fect table, 20 other devices, all of 
which can be instantly taken apart, 
but only with infinite labor and pains 
restored to their original shape. These 
little products of the saw are children^ 
puzzles, but the industrial possibili- 
ties and actualities of the devices are 
shown in many practical, useful and 
valuable devices. 


While these wonderful saws buzz on 


one side of the aisle the visitor is at- 
tracted by a rattle on the other side 
which comes from the 
industrious 


movement of a mechanical oscillator, 
which is an ingenious device to take 
out of wheat all the flour there is in it. 


The machinery of the hat factory, 


which preses the felt into the head 
moulds and irons the hats and does 
other curious things in the making of. 
a hat, is another important exhibit. 
Nearly all of the wonder of hat mak- 
ing—we are not speaking of the milli- 
ner—is taken away after an inspection 
of these mechanical devices. The ma- 
chinery of leather making, its polish- 
ing and the various methods ot its 
embellishment, keep-a large number of 
unique machines busy, and also keeps 
those In charge of them full of business 
In answering curious questions. Ons 
turns from this exhibit to hear nearby 
the lively crack of bursting popcorn 
and, turning, finds -here some busy ma- 
chinery engaged in the 
apparently 


simple process of manufacturing com- 
monplace popcorn balls. Nearby is a 
coffee hulling machine and not far 
away a section of a sawmill in opera- 
tion. 


The ponderous machinery which can 


crush granite rock as easy as one 
can break an egg shell in the hand is 
In operation in the'implement building, 
•where are many other interesting mov- 
ing things.

fSUCCESS TOLD IN FIGURES. 


Attendance at the National Export Exposi- 


tion on the Way Toward a 


\tF 
Million and & Half. 


Philadelphia, Nov. 7.—The growing 


popularity of the National Export ex- 
position is bsst attested by the increas- 
ing attendance. The daily average ot 
the mimbcir of persons who have passed 
in ai. the turnstiles has steadily gained, 
In s;>it.e of the fact that as the exposi- 
tion progressed tho weather became 
less favorable for excursions to the 
great show. That meteorological condi- 
tions have not seriously interfered with 
the success of the enterprise is no 
douiit attributabTe to the fact that the 
visitor who has.braved.the elements to 
reach the exposition finds in the build- 
ings a warmth and cheerfulness from 
which depressing exterior conditions do 
not detract. Once within the home o£ 
the great show the visitor is forgetful 
of the obstacles encountered in reach- 
ing it, and as all who have gone away 
pleaded (few could have departed other- 
wist) have constituted an agency for 
hastening visits by acquaintances, the 
growth in admissions is reacily ex- 
plained. Then, too, those who have 
found fascination in the attractions at 
the exposition, and yielded to the de- 
Bire for repeated visits, must be taken 
into consideration in accounting for 
the upward tendency of the figures 
showing the daily attendance. 


The record of admissions for the 41 


secular clays of the exposition, from 
Sept. 14 to Oct. 31, inclusive, offers 
some interesting comparisons as show- 
ing the growing success of the enter- 
prise. The total admissions for the 41 
days were 774,636,. a daily average of 
18,803%. This average, however, was 
exceeded by that for October, which 
was slightly more than 20,784. 


The admissions for the last 15 days 


of September were 234,236, an average 
of 15,616. For the first 15 days of Octo- 
ber these figures climbed to 287,868 for 
admissions and 19,191 as the average. 
The greatest sain, however, was shown, 
during the last 11 days of October, when 
252,532 persons, an average of 22,957 
each day, were within the exposition 
gates. Taking the average for the lat- 
ter period as a basis for the first live 
date approximate within 100,000 of 1,- 
days. of November, die admissions to 
000,000. Carrying out the same basis of 
calculation for the remainder of the ex- 
position period, the grand total for 69 
dayH will not fall far short of a million' 
and a half, about tne population of 
Philadelphia. 


The largest attendance for any one 


day was that of Saturday last, the ad- 
missions numbering 49,699, the great 
rush occurring in the evening, when in 
every aisle were moving throngs of 
perfious. whilst the auditorium was 
packed to the doors.

SHINPLASfER TICKET CALLED IN 


Exposition Management Has a Slight Brush 


With the United States Secret 


Service Department. 


Philadelphia, Nov. 7.—In the effort 


to put on the market an admittance 
ticket good for any day until the close 
of the exposition, the officials of the 
National Export exposition were re- 
cently in danger of arrest by the secret, 
service officers of the government. A 
ticket of this kind has been called for 
by manufacturers, merchants and oth- 
ers, who would purchase them in quan- 
tities and distribute 
them 
among 


friends or patrons. Under the present 
arrangements tickets are good only on 
the day of issue, and are of no use for 
such distribution. 


. To prevent the counterfeiting of the 
new ticket the work was put into the 
hands of an engraver, who produced a 
finely..engraved ticket, printed on bank 
note paper, on one side of which was a 
vignette of Franklin and on the other 
a vignette of the late Dr. William Pep- 
per, the principal originator of the ex- 
position. Both front and "back of the 
ticket bore finely engraved lathe work, 
with red rosette, serial number, sig- 
nature of the chief of the department 
of admissions, but no figures. Two 
styles were made, one good for en- 
trance at any time of day, and the 
other good for evenings and Saturdays, 
corresponding to the present 50 cent 
and 25 cent tickets. Both were about 
the size of the old government frac- 
tional currency "shinplaster," used 
after the civil war. 


Special Agent' McManus, of -the 


treasury department, as .soon as the 
tickets were put on sale, served notice 
that they were contrary to law and 
must be withdrawn. The matter was 
referred to the law officer of the treas- 
ury department, who held that they 
were a violation of law, as they were a 
simulation of the old p^per currency. 
It was argued on behalf of the exposi- 
tion that tickets of substantially 
the same style were Issued for the 
Chicago exposition and the Midwinter 
exposition at San Francisco. In answer 
to this the treasury officials said 
thnt in those cases the tickets had 
been issued by the .thousands before 
"being discovered, and it was deemed 
inadvisable to attempt to stop them. 


The exposition officials at once pro- 


cured a new design, fully as difficult to 
counterfeit, and to which the treasury 
officials could, not object, which have 
been placed on sale at the exposition 
offlqea.
